7.  "STADIUM" MEANS A FACILITY INTENDED PRIMARILY FOR USE BY ONE OR 22

8.  "YOUTH SPORTS" MEANS RECREATIONAL AND AMATEUR SPORTING RELATED 27

ACTIVITIES ORGANIZED BY OR UNDER THE AUSPICES OF A UNIVERSITY OR COMMUNITY 29

COLLEGE ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION SANCTIONED EVENT.  31 

5-1102.  Formation of district; board of directors; duties 32 
A.  A SPORTS AUTHORITY DISTRICT IS ESTABLISHED IN EACH COUNTY HAVING A 33 

POPULATION OF MORE THAN THREE HUNDRED THOUSAND BUT LESS THAN TWO MILLION 34 
PERSONS.  THE BOUNDARIES OF THE AUTHORITY ARE THE BOUNDARIES OF THE COUNTY. 35 

B.  THE COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS SHALL SERVE AS THE BOARD OF 36 
DIRECTORS OF THE DISTRICT.  THE DIRECTORS SHALL NOT RECEIVE COMPENSATION OR 37 
REIMBURSEMENT OF EXPENSES FOR THEIR SERVICES AS THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 38 

C.  THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS SHALL: 39 
1.  CALL AN ELECTION FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPORTS AUTHORITY IN THE 40 

COUNTY AS PROVIDED BY SECTION 5-1103, SUBSECTION A. 41 
2.  APPOINT CERTAIN MEMBERS OF THE GOVERNING BOARD OF THE SPORTS 42 

AUTHORITY AS PROVIDED BY SECTION 5-1103. 43 
3.  APPROVE A BUDGET OF THE AUTHORITY PURSUANT TO SECTION 5-1131. 44 
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4.  APPROVE THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS OF THE AUTHORITY PURSUANT TO 1 
ARTICLE 3 OF THIS CHAPTER. 2 

D.  THE DISTRICT IS A CORPORATE AND POLITICAL BODY, SEPARATE AND 3 
INDEPENDENT OF THIS STATE OR THE COUNTY, AND EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE LIMITED, 4 
MODIFIED OR PROVIDED BY THIS CHAPTER, HAS ALL OF THE RIGHTS, POWERS AND 5 
IMMUNITIES OF MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS EXCEPT TO ACQUIRE REAL PROPERTY BY 6 
EMINENT DOMAIN.  THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS AND THE DISTRICT DO NOT HAVE THE 7 
POWER TO LEVY OR OTHERWISE IMPOSE ANY TAX OR ASSESSMENT, OTHER THAN CHARGES 8 
FOR THE USE OF FACILITIES OWNED OR MANAGED BY THE DISTRICT.  THE QUALIFIED 9 
ELECTORS RESIDING IN THE DISTRICT MAY LEVY A TAX FOR THE FISCAL NEEDS OF THE 10 
DISTRICT AS PROVIDED BY THIS CHAPTER, BUT THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS HAS NO 11 
INDEPENDENT AUTHORITY TO IMPOSE A TAX.  SUBJECT TO THAT LIMITATION, THE 12 
DISTRICT IS CONSIDERED TO BE A TAX LEVYING PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT FOR 13 
THE PURPOSES OF ARTICLE XIII, SECTION 7, CONSTITUTION OF ARIZONA.  14 

5-1103.  Sports authority; establishment; authority board 15 
A.  THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS SHALL CALL AN ELECTION OF THE QUALIFIED 16 

ELECTORS OF THE DISTRICT TO AUTHORIZE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPORTS AUTHORITY 17 
WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF THE DISTRICT ON THE RECEIPT OF THE PLAN FROM THE 18 
AUTHORITY BOARD PURSUANT TO SECTION 5-1104, SUBSECTION A.  THE ELECTION SHALL 19

2.  "SHALL THE SPORTS AUTHORITY DISTRICT ISSUE REVENUE BONDS TO FINANCE 24 

THE CONSTRUCTION, RENOVATION, EXPANSION OR REPAIR OF CACTUS LEAGUE BASEBALL 25 
STADIUMS, YOUTH SPORTS FACILITIES AND MULTIPURPOSE FACILITIES, TO BE PAID 26 
EXCLUSIVELY FROM AUTHORIZED TAX REVENUES?". 27 

C.  THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS SHALL ORDER THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 28 
AUTHORITY ON THE APPROVAL OF BOTH QUESTIONS BY A MAJORITY OF THE QUALIFIED 29 
ELECTORS VOTING ON EACH ISSUE IN THE ELECTION.  IF EITHER QUESTION IS 30 
DISAPPROVED, THE AUTHORITY SHALL NOT BE ESTABLISHED AND FURTHER PROCEEDINGS 31 
UNDER THIS CHAPTER SHALL BE TERMINATED. 32 

D.  MEMBERS OF THE AUTHORITY BOARD, WHO MUST RESIDE IN THE DISTRICT, 33 
SHALL BE APPOINTED WITHIN THIRTY DAYS AFTER THE FORMATION OF THE DISTRICT AS 34 
FOLLOWS: 35 

1.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS AND WHO IS 36 
SELECTED FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY THE LARGEST INDUSTRY 37 
ORGANIZATION OR TRADE ASSOCIATION REPRESENTING HOTEL, MOTEL AND LODGING 38 
BUSINESSES IN THE DISTRICT. 39 

2.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS AND WHO IS 40 
SELECTED FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY THE LARGEST INDUSTRY 41 
ORGANIZATION OR TRADE ASSOCIATION REPRESENTING RESTAURANT BUSINESSES IN THE 42 
DISTRICT. 43 

3.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE LARGEST 44 
CITY IN THE DISTRICT AND WHO IS SELECTED FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY 45 
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THE LARGEST INDUSTRY ORGANIZATION OR TRADE ASSOCIATION REPRESENTING 1 
AUTOMOBILE RENTAL BUSINESSES IN THE DISTRICT. 2 

4.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE LARGEST 3 
CITY IN THE DISTRICT AND WHO IS SELECTED FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY 4 
THE LARGEST INDUSTRY ORGANIZATION OR TRADE ASSOCIATION REPRESENTING TOURISM 5 
BUSINESSES GENERALLY IN THE DISTRICT. 6 

5.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED PURSUANT TO SUBSECTION G OF THIS 7 
SECTION AND WHO IS SELECTED FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY THE LARGEST 8 
INDUSTRY ORGANIZATION OR TRADE ASSOCIATION REPRESENTING TOURISM BUSINESSES 9 
GENERALLY IN THE DISTRICT. 10 

6.  ONE MEMBER WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE GOVERNOR AND WHO IS SELECTED 11 
FROM A LIST OF NOMINEES SUBMITTED BY THE LARGEST CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WITHIN 12 
THE DISTRICT REPRESENTING RETAIL BUSINESSES GENERALLY IN THE DISTRICT. 13 

7.  ONE MEMBER WITH SUBSTANTIAL KNOWLEDGE AND EXPERIENCE REGARDING 14 
MAJOR LEAGUE BASEBALL WHO IS APPOINTED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 15 

8.  TWO ADDITIONAL MEMBERS WHO ARE APPOINTED BY THE COUNTY BOARD OF 16 
SUPERVISORS, OR BY ANY CITY OR TOWN, THAT CONTRIBUTES AT LEAST TWENTY PER 17 
CENT OF THE COST OF A PROJECT PURSUANT TO SECTION 5-1106, SUBSECTION C IF THE 18 
CONTRIBUTION HAS A VALUE OF AT LEAST FIFTEEN MILLION DOLLARS.  MEMBERS SHALL 19 
BE APPOINTED PURSUANT TO THIS PARAGRAPH WITHIN THIRTY DAYS AFTER THE 20 
EXECUTION OF A BINDING AGREEMENT TO MAKE A QUALIFYING CONTRIBUTION. 21 

E.  THE APPOINTING ENTITIES PRESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION D OF THIS SECTION 22 
SHALL RECEIVE NOMINATIONS FOR APPOINTMENT TO THE AUTHORITY BOARD FROM 23 
SPECIFIED COMMERCIAL INTERESTS, AND SHALL APPOINT THE MEMBERS FROM THE 24 
NOMINEES.  THE APPOINTING ENTITIES SHALL MAKE APPOINTMENTS TO THE AUTHORITY 25 
BOARD TO PROVIDE BROAD GEOGRAPHIC REPRESENTATION AMONG THE MEMBERS.  NO MORE 26 
THAN THREE MEMBERS MAY RESIDE IN THE SAME CITY OR TOWN OR IN THE 27 
UNINCORPORATED AREAS OF THE COUNTY.  THE INITIAL MEMBERS SHALL BE APPOINTED 28 
TO TERMS OF TWO, THREE AND FOUR YEARS, CHOSEN BY LOT.  THEREAFTER, ALL 29 
SUBSEQUENT MEMBERS SHALL BE APPOINTED TO TERMS OF FOUR YEARS, EXCEPT FOR 30 
INTERIM APPOINTMENTS TO FILL UNEXPIRED TERMS.  A MEMBER OF THE BOARD MAY BE 31 
REMOVED ON A TWO-THIRDS VOTE OF ALL MEMBERS.  THE REMOVAL IS EFFECTIVE 32 
IMMEDIATELY. 33 

F.  A MEMBER OF THE AUTHORITY BOARD SHALL NOT HOLD ANY ELECTED OFFICE 34 
WHILE SERVING ON THE BOARD.  AN AUTHORITY BOARD MEMBER WHO TAKES ELECTIVE 35 
OFFICE OR FILES NOMINATING PETITIONS FOR ELECTIVE OFFICE IS CONSIDERED TO 36 
HAVE RESIGNED FROM THE AUTHORITY BOARD EFFECTIVE IMMEDIATELY. 37 

G.  THE APPOINTMENT OF THE AUTHORITY BOARD MEMBER PURSUANT TO 38 
SUBSECTION D, PARAGRAPH 5 OF THIS SECTION SHALL BE DETERMINED AS FOLLOWS: 39 

1.  THE FIRST APPOINTMENT SHALL BE MADE BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE 40 
SECOND LARGEST CITY IN THE DISTRICT. 41 

2.  THE SECOND APPOINTMENT SHALL BE MADE BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THIRD 42 
LARGEST CITY IN THE DISTRICT. 43 
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3.  EACH SUBSEQUENT APPOINTMENT SHALL BE MADE BY THE GOVERNING BODIES 1 
OF THE NEXT LARGEST CITIES IN THE DISTRICT IN ORDER OF POPULATION, UNTIL 2 
GOVERNING BODIES OF ALL CITIES IN THE DISTRICT HAVE MADE AN APPOINTMENT. 3 

4.  SUBSEQUENT APPOINTMENTS SHALL REPEAT THE SEQUENCE OF APPOINTMENTS 4 
PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPHS 1, 2 AND 3 OF THIS SUBSECTION.   5 

5.  FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS SUBSECTION, THE POPULATION OF CITIES AND 6 
TOWNS IN THE DISTRICT SHALL BE BASED ON THE POPULATION AT THE TIME OF EACH 7 
APPOINTMENT MADE BY THE SECOND LARGEST CITY IN THE DISTRICT. 8 

H.  IN THE EVENT OF A VACANCY OF A MEMBER OF THE AUTHORITY BOARD 9 
APPOINTED PURSUANT TO SUBSECTION D, PARAGRAPH 5 OF THIS SECTION, THE 10 
GOVERNING BODY THAT APPOINTED THE VACATING MEMBER SHALL APPOINT A REPLACEMENT 11 
FOR THE REMAINDER OF THE UNEXPIRED TERM.  12 

5-1104.  Sports authority plan; authority board powers and 13 
duties; advisory board 14 

A.  THE AUTHORITY BOARD SHALL SUBMIT A PLAN FOR THE OPERATION OF THE 15 
SPORTS AUTHORITY INCLUDING PROPOSALS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION, RENOVATION, 16 
EXPANSION, OR REPAIR OF STADIUMS, MULTIPURPOSE FACILITIES AND YOUTH SPORTS 17 
FACILITIES AS PROVIDED IN THIS CHAPTER.  THE PLAN SHALL: 18 

1.  BE DEVELOPED AND SUBMITTED TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS WITHIN NINETY 19 
DAYS AFTER THE APPOINTMENT OF THE SPORTS AUTHORITY BOARD. 20 

2.  BE FINALIZED FOLLOWING PUBLIC HEARINGS AND MEETINGS HELD THROUGHOUT 21 
THE DISTRICT. 22 

3.  SPECIFY THE GENERAL PURPOSES FOR WHICH THE MONIES OF THE AUTHORITY, 23 
INCLUDING TAX REVENUES PURSUANT TO SECTIONS 5-1133 THROUGH 5-1137, WILL BE 24 
SPENT DURING THE FIRST TWENTY YEARS OF THE AUTHORITY’S OPERATIONS. 25 

B.  IN ADDITION, THE AUTHORITY BOARD, ON BEHALF OF THE SPORTS 26 
AUTHORITY, SHALL: 27 

1.  PROMOTE MAJOR LEAGUE BASEBALL SPRING TRAINING WITHIN THE DISTRICT. 28 
2.  ACQUIRE, CONSTRUCT, LEASE, FINANCE, LEASE-PURCHASE OR OTHERWISE 29 

OBTAIN USE OF FACILITIES FOR MAJOR LEAGUE BASEBALL SPRING TRAINING AND 30 
RELATED ACTIVITIES. 31 

3.  PROVIDE GRANTS AND ASSISTANCE TO POLITICAL SUBDIVISIONS OF THIS 32 
STATE AND TO NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS FOR THE DEVELOPMENT AND OPERATIONS OF 33 
SPORTING ACTIVITIES.  SPORTING ACTIVITIES SHALL NOT INCLUDE ACTIVITIES 34 
ORGANIZED BY A PUBLIC UNIVERSITY OR COMMUNITY COLLEGE. 35 

4.  ADOPT AN ANNUAL BUDGET AS PROVIDED BY SECTION 5-1131 AND SUBMIT THE 36 
BUDGET TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS FOR APPROVAL. 37 

5.  APPROVE CAPITAL PROJECTS THAT ARE PROVIDED BY THE BUDGET. 38 
6.  APPROVE THE ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 3 OF THIS 39 

CHAPTER AND SUBMIT THE BOND ISSUE TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS FOR APPROVAL. 40 
7.  APPOINT FROM AMONG ITS MEMBERS A CHAIRPERSON, A SECRETARY AND SUCH 41 

OTHER OFFICERS AS MAY BE NECESSARY TO CONDUCT ITS BUSINESS. 42 
8.  EMPLOY AN EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR AND PRESCRIBE THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS 43 

OF EMPLOYMENT. 44 
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9.  KEEP AND MAINTAIN A COMPLETE AND ACCURATE RECORD OF ALL OF ITS 1 
PROCEEDINGS.  THE BOARD IS A PUBLIC BODY FOR PURPOSES OF TITLE 38, CHAPTER 3, 2 
ARTICLE 3.1 AND TITLE 39, CHAPTER 1. 3 

10.  PROVIDE FOR THE USE, MAINTENANCE AND OPERATION OF THE PROPERTIES 4 
AND INTERESTS OWNED OR MANAGED BY THE AUTHORITY. 5 

C.  THE AUTHORITY BOARD MAY: 6 
1.  ENTER INTO CONTRACTS, INCLUDING INTERGOVERNMENTAL AGREEMENTS UNDER 7 

TITLE 11, CHAPTER 7, ARTICLE 3, AS NECESSARY TO CARRY OUT THE PURPOSES AND 8 
REQUIREMENTS OF THIS CHAPTER. 9 

2.  ADOPT ADMINISTRATIVE RULES AS NECESSARY TO ADMINISTER AND OPERATE 10 
THE AUTHORITY AND ANY PROPERTY UNDER ITS JURISDICTION. 11 

3.  ACQUIRE BY ANY LAWFUL MEANS, OTHER THAN EMINENT DOMAIN, AND 12 
OPERATE, MAINTAIN, ENCUMBER AND DISPOSE OF REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY AND 13 
INTERESTS IN PROPERTY. 14 

4.  RETAIN LEGAL COUNSEL AND OTHER CONSULTANTS AS NECESSARY TO CARRY 15 
OUT THE PURPOSES OF THE AUTHORITY. 16 

5.  ENTER INTO CONTRACTS FOR THE LEASE OR RENTAL OF ANY DISTRICT 17 
FACILITY OR FACILITIES WITH A NONPROFIT COMMUNITY BASED ORGANIZATION THAT 18 
SPONSORS A PROFESSIONAL OR YOUTH SPORTING EVENT THAT PROVIDE FOR THE PAYMENT 19 
TO THE ORGANIZATION OF A TICKET SURCHARGE OR FACILITY USER FEE ASSOCIATED 20 
WITH PARKING IF THE AUTHORITY HAS FULLY PAID THE CURRENT YEAR'S REQUIRED 21 
PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST PAYMENTS ON ANY OUTSTANDING AUTHORITY BONDS FOR WHICH 22 
THESE REVENUES WERE PLEDGED PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 3 OF THIS CHAPTER. 23 

D.  THE AUTHORITY BOARD SHALL APPOINT AN ADVISORY BOARD CONSISTING OF 24 
MEMBERS REPRESENTING A BROAD SPECTRUM OF INTERESTED PARTIES FOR THE PURPOSE 25 
OF ADVISING THE AUTHORITY IN ITS ACTIVITIES TO FULLY PERFORM AND ACCOMPLISH 26 
ITS PURPOSES. 27 

E.  BEFORE THE ELECTION CALLED PURSUANT TO SECTION 5-1103, THE 28

4.  DIRECT THE ACTIVITIES OF OUTSIDE CONSULTANTS.  5 
5-1106.  Major league baseball spring training facilities; local 6 

financial participation 7 
A.  THE AUTHORITY MAY: 8 
1.  ACQUIRE LAND OR CONSTRUCT, FINANCE, FURNISH, IMPROVE, MARKET OR 9 

PROMOTE THE USE OF EXISTING OR PROPOSED MAJOR LEAGUE BASEBALL SPRING TRAINING 10

SECURITIES. 35 
7.  STATE, COUNTY OR MUNICIPAL BONDS ISSUED IN THIS STATE AND ON WHICH 36 

THE PAYMENTS OF INTEREST HAVE NOT BEEN DEFERRED. 37 
8.  INVESTMENT AGREEMENTS AND REPURCHASE AGREEMENTS COLLATERALIZED BY 38 

INVESTMENTS DESCRIBED IN PARAGRAPHS 1 THROUGH 5. 39 
B.  THE PURCHASE OF THE SECURITIES SHALL BE MADE BY THE AUTHORITY'S 40 

FISCAL AGENT ON AUTHORITY OF A RESOLUTION OF THE AUTHORITY BOARD.  THE FISCAL 41 
AGENT SHALL ACT AS CUSTODIAN OF ALL SECURITIES PURCHASED. 42 

C.  THE AUTHORITY BOARD MAY PLACE ANY RESTRICTIONS ON REINVESTMENT 43

COMPANIES, ASSOCIATIONS AND OTHER PERSONS CARRYING ON AN INSURANCE BUSINESS, 27 
ALL FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS, INVESTMENT COMPANIES AND OTHER PERSONS CARRYING 28 
ON A BANKING BUSINESS, ALL FIDUCIARIES AND ALL OTHER PERSONS WHO ARE 29 
AUTHORIZED TO INVEST IN GOVERNMENT OBLIGATIONS MAY PROPERLY AND LEGALLY 30 
INVEST. 31 

2.  ARE SECURITIES THAT MAY BE DEPOSITED WITH PUBLIC OFFICERS OR BODIES 32 
OF THIS STATE AND MUNICIPALITIES AND POLITICAL SUBDIVISIONS OF THIS STATE FOR 33 
PURPOSES THAT REQUIRE THE DEPOSIT OF GOVERNMENT BONDS OR OBLIGATIONS.  34 

5-1177.  Effect of changing circumstances on bonds; agreement of 35 
state 36 

A.  BONDS ISSUED UNDER THIS ARTICLE REMAIN VALID AND BINDING 37 
OBLIGATIONS OF THE AUTHORITY NOTWITHSTANDING THAT BEFORE THE DELIVERY OF THE 38 
BONDS ANY PERSON WHOSE SIGNATURE APPEARS ON THE BONDS CEASES TO BE AN OFFICER 39 
OF THE AUTHORITY. 40 

B.  AN AMENDMENT OF ANY PROVISION IN THIS CHAPTER DOES NOT DIMINISH OR 41

AUTHORIZING AND SECURING ITS BONDS.  9 

5-1178.  Validity of bonds; legal opinion 10 
A.  THIS ARTICLE CONSTITUTES FULL AUTHORITY FOR AUTHORIZING AND ISSUING 11 

BONDS WITHOUT REFERENCE TO ANY OTHER LAW OF THIS STATE.  NO OTHER LAW WITH 12 
REGARD TO AUTHORIZING OR ISSUING OBLIGATIONS OR THAT IN ANY WAY IMPEDES OR 13 
RESTRICTS PERFORMING THE ACTS AUTHORIZED BY THIS ARTICLE MAY BE CONSTRUED TO 14 
APPLY TO ANY PROCEEDINGS TAKEN OR ACTS DONE PURSUANT TO THIS ARTICLE. 15 

B.  THE VALIDITY OF BONDS ISSUED UNDER THIS ARTICLE DOES NOT DEPEND ON 16 
AND IS NOT AFFECTED BY THE LEGALITY OF ANY PROCEEDING RELATING TO THE 17 
ACQUISITION, CONSTRUCTION, IMPROVEMENT, OPERATION OR MAINTENANCE OF A STADIUM 18 
OR MULTIPURPOSE FACILITY FOR WHICH THE BONDS ARE ISSUED. 19 

C.  THE AUTHORITY BOARD MAY SUBMIT ANY BONDS TO BE ISSUED UNDER THIS 20 
ARTICLE TO LEGAL COUNSEL AFTER ALL PROCEEDINGS FOR AUTHORIZING THE BONDS HAVE 21 
BEEN COMPLETED.  ON SUBMISSION THE COUNSEL SHALL EXAMINE AND PASS ON THE 22 
VALIDITY OF THE BONDS AND THE REGULARITY OF THE PROCEEDINGS.  IF THE 23 
PROCEEDINGS COMPLY WITH THIS ARTICLE, AND IF THE BONDS WHEN DELIVERED AND 24

Sec. 2.  Conditional repeal 34 
A.  If a majority of the qualified electors voting on the issue in the 35 

first election held pursuant to section 5-1103, Arizona Revised Statutes, as 36 
added by this act, rejects the levy of taxes and issuance of bonds for the 37 
purposes of establishing a sports authority district, title 5, chapter 9, 38 
Arizona Revised Statutes, as added by this act, is repealed. 39 

B.  The clerk of the board of supervisors that conducts the election 40 
shall notify the director of legislative council of the results of the 41 
election and whether the condition described in subsection A of this section 42 
occurred. 43 
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Sec. 3.  Election 1 
A.  Except as otherwise provided by this section, the election held 2 

under section 5-1103, Arizona Revised Statutes, as added by this act, shall 3 
be conducted as nearly as practicable in the manner prescribed for general 4 
elections in title 16, Arizona Revised Statutes. 5 

B.  The county election officer shall account for costs specifically 6 
incurred with respect to the ballot issue under this section.  The sports 7 
authority district shall reimburse the county for the costs listed in this 8 
subsection specifically incurred with respect to the ballot issue under this 9 
section from the authority general fund on submission of the bill by the 10 
county election officer.  If the electors disapprove the formation of the 11 
sports authority district, the election costs may be reimbursed from private 12 
sources.  Costs specifically incurred with respect to the ballot issue under 13 
this this section include the following: 14 

1.  Costs of mailing, publishing, posting and printing ballots, 15 
publicity pamphlets, notices, election materials and other matters concerning 16 
the election. 17 

2.  Legal and other consulting fees and costs relating to the election. 18 
3.  Telecommunications costs. 19 
4.  Compensation of the election board, county election officers and 20 

employees and other labor costs incurred to administer, hold, canvass and 21 
announce the results of the election. 22 

5.  Any other costs attributable to the election. 23 
C.  This act does not constitute a submission of any provision of law 24 

to the people for approval under the power of the referendum. 25 
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
